greatest paving programs c¢ver dat- 
lined by a city council in the west was 
adopted by the Strathcona fathers last 
night with the view of carrying oul as 
far as possible this great construction 
undertaking next year. Upon recom- 
mendation of the public works com- 
mittee it was decided to proceed with 
the advertising of approximately one 
hundred blocks for paving next year 
along streets and avenues in the main 
portion of the city, and if the majority 
Ol properly owners concerned are 
agreeable to the improvement steps 
will be taken to have as much material 
for the work as possible placed on the 
ground during the coming winter, 
A rough estimate of the extensions 
suggested by the committee places the 
total length of proposed pavement at 
about ten miles. All the main thor- 
oughfares of the city are included in 
the list recommended for permanent 
improvements and if the bulk of this 
program is authorized by the taxpayers 
the paving work in this city next year 
will undoubtedly be for in advance of 
any other place in the west. Natur- 
ally it will be an impossibility for the 
centire program of extensions to be 
completed during the season of 1912, 
but with preparations under way this 
fali it is certain Unat several miles of 
this work coulkt be carried out before 
another winter.
